GERMANY USES AMERICAN MONEY 


TO FIGHT A M ERIC AN BUSINESS

ERLIN. Aug. 20—Americans are vainly asking the German custodian j 


of alien enemy property for millions of marks which the German gov- 
ernment seized during the war. 


• This amounts, as nearly as can be computed, to 20fi,000,000 marks. 


In addition, the German government is holding securities to the 


\alue of ]2G,000,000 marks, owned by Americans and en deposit in German 
banlts. 


These millions of marks are Germany's command to help finance 


her contest with America for foreign trade. 
' . 


The German Custodian of alien property tells tlwse Americans that 


ha cannot restore these moneys and securities until peace is formally con- 
cluded between the United States suid Germany. 
' Other countries which have signed the Versailles treaty liave settled 


up property matters with Germany as between siate and state, each coiuitry 
locking after the rights cf its nationals. 


The German custodian is aggrieved at the way in which former At- 


torney General Palmer and his alien property custodian handled German 
property during .the war. Papers relating to German seizures of American 
property are marked "By Reprisal." . 


Not only is the restoration of moneys and securities to Amcircans 


held up pending completion of peace arrangements, but so is the settlement of 
affairs of 18C American-owned concern in Germany. 


These concerns the Germans administered cnnipnlsorily during the 


war 
In some instances there are porf its waiting for the .American owners. 


In other instances goods made in these plants arc being used now to ngnt 
American foreign trade.
